Scheduled to be presented for 
“first reading” by the Uplend city 
council at its meeting tonight will 
be the proposed merit system for 
city employes. ‘ 

A companion feature, which 
may also be presented, is a pro- 
posed. retirement pay plan for the 
municipal workers. 

Tonight’s meeting, postponed 
from last evening, is regarded as 
one of the most important held 
for many months, due to the 
scheduled action on the merit 
proposal. While the measure has 
net received the unanimous en- 
dorsement of all the councilmen, 
indications today are that the plan 
will be given first reading tonight 
and officially passed early in Feb- 
ruary. 

The merit system ordinance will 
become effective 30 days after its 
final adoption. All the employes 
except the city attorney and the 
city judge will be included in the 
civil service type of law. 

As to the retirement plan, city 
councilmen have been informally 
studying costs and benefits for 
some weeks. A state-sponsored 
retirement plan is highly recom- 
mended and City Manager Rich- 
ard G. Manley has been asked to 
obtain information and data on it. 

As representatives of the city 
employes, Police Lt. Ralph~ Pal- 
mer, Marvin Francisco and Rich- 
ard Derby have been delegated to 
attend the council meeting  to- 
night in the interests of the re- 
tirement pay program. 

Richard Ibanez expressed the 
belief today that “If we are go- 
ing to have the merit system we 
must have a_ retirement plan.” 
He said he has asked Mr. Manley 
ta prepare figures and charts on 
the state retirement plan as com- 
pared with insurance company 
sponsored plans.

“We are all convinced that our 
children should become acceptable 
American citizens, but we are not 
sure just when we expect this to 
happen. The years of childhood 
seem to offer plenty of opportun- 
ity without hurrying the matter, 
and the first thing we know the 
opportunity to clinch this deci- 
sion has passed. My thesis is 
that our future is now and we 
should make the most of it. There 
may be no better opportunity than 
today offers for the solution of 
tomorrow’s problems. 

TEAM PLAY 

“The problems which youth 
‘faces daily offer great opportun- 
ities for the wise teacher or par- 
ent to direct their lives into use- 
ful channels. One of the first of 
these problems is that of Infant- 
ilism. The young child has to 
learn to cooperate, to share with 
others. ‘He has the inborn urge 
to serve himself and please him- 
self. His first important step in 
learning to live with others is 
the lesson of team-play. A sec- 
ond problem is that of learning 
to balance the emotional and in- 
tellectual powers in such a way 
that neither has ascendency over 
the other. For the first few years 
of life a growing person is dom- 
inated rather by impulse than by 
thought. A child may have an 
emotional experience in early life 
that has its detrimental echoes in 
adult life. Wise counseling could 
and does help many a child at 
this point. Even brilliant chil- 
dren need such help at times. 

GROWING UP 

“A third problem is that with 
which .Girl Scouting is particu- 
larly concerned although it has 
been emerging for years prior to 
the early ’teen age and continues 
on beyond it. It is the problem 
of maturation, or the problem of 
becoming adults. Modern life 
makes it a perplexing and com- 
prehensive problem, for what the 
ancients would accomplish in a 
ceremony we take eight years to 
do: equip a young person for 
adult responsibility through the 
period of adolescence. If anyone 
needed an understanding friend it 
is during this painful period of 
misunderstanding and pain; when 
the individual is forced to experi- 
ment with new powers and by a 
process of trial and error learn to 
do adult tasks in an adult way. 

LOOK TO YOUTH 

“During a period of war these 
young people are the ‘forgotten 
generation’ because the soldiers 
and sajlors and the war effort in 
general require and get so much 
attention. But it is in their 
hands that the future of our 
country rests, and it was from 
their ranks that the leaders of 
war in Europe have drawn to 
enslave nation. after nation. We 
cannot let them down in this try- 
ing hour. If we do our future is 
compromised. In a literal sense 
our future is now, while they are 
in the formative stage, seeking 
adult friendship and guidance in 
the midst of what is a far more 
perplexing world than any of us 
have faced.”

Braving the fire of 144 guns he and a small 
crew made a ‘‘Commando raid’’: into the 
harbor and destroyed the captive American 
boat—the Philadelphia—setting the exam- 
ple for the men of our Navy of 1943.
